We need not, therefore, 
feel surprised that on the foundering 
of a ship at sea, though Its timbers 
part, not a spar floats to the surface, 
for If the hull has sunk to a great 
depth all that is porous is penetrated 
with water or Is greatly compressed.—

KOKUK AND FKEKDOM. 


We ascertained on yesterday tha 


force ia the leading feature in the 
money power termed "alliauoe," that 
is intended to be made between the 
United States and Great Britain. Force 
will give inspiration to the combine, 
aud in order that force may be the 
chief factor in its work, Germany ha3 
been included to magnify and enlarge 
tbat element. It ia asserted by Eng- 
lish statesmen that Germany is in the 
Saxon combine, which will not iu the 
least interfere with the recital of causes 
for the combine made by the Duke of 
Manchester—"blood of one blood, bone 
of one bone," the Anglo and language 
parts of the recital not being included, 
which are small considerations when 
compared with the blood and bone 
part of the business. 


The Saxon combina which is gradu- 


ally being brought forward, we learned 
more than a year ago would be con- 
summated. It was then developed in 
a whisper, and about the time the 
Philippines were ceded by Spain to 
the United States, which being true, 
we learn tbat the Saxon combine is no 
now thing. 


\Yhen the future intended combine 


was first given out, England and the 
United States were the active parties 
to the arrangement mentioned, Ger< 
many then being1 considered as a pos- 
sibility to tha Saxon combination. 
The cause for Germany then being 
mentioned as a possibility has devel- 
oped since the vie.t of William of 
Germany to bis grandmother in Eng- 
land, 


There were differences of long stand- 


ing between England and Germany 
upon boundary and territorial matters 
in remote parts of the earth that de- 
manded adjustment 
before any ar- 


rangement could be made that would 
be permanent. It being necessary thai 
these questions should be settled be- 
fore any arrangement could be made 
that would insure a lasting and abid- 
ing combination, the Emperor visited 
Eogland, where the United States 
could be freely consulted, through 
Minister Ohoate. 


The convenience afforded to a con 


summation of the scheme of the con- 
spirators at London, and the cover 
given to William when be visited bis 
grandmother, were sufficient induce

The Rise, Decline and Fall of a Ne 


vada Town—History May 


Bapeat Itself. 


"I stood amid tbe relioe of almighty 


Borne. Tbe trees which grew along 
the broken arches, waved dark in the 
blae midnight." 


The soliloquy o( Manfred was sug- 


gested to me last night es I waited at 
the station in Wasboe City for the 
late train to Reno. 


A few years ago this was one of the 


busiest and most populous cities' in 
Nevada. Then there was the ham of 
life for this silence of death; the warm 
lights from windows and open doors 
for this chilling darkness. 


Wflshoe was once the supply depot 


for Virginia and Gold Hill. The hills 
were then densely forested and fiom 
them was drawn the major portion of 
tbe hundreds of millions of feet of 
timber which have been swallowed np 
by the yawning mouths of the mining 
shafts. 


Besides sending tbece supplies to 


the Comstook, Washoe was the recip- 
ient of the greater part of the ores 
that wet e produced by the mines on 
Mount Davidson. At that time there 
was little or no water available on the 
Oomstook for milling purposes and 
fuel was scarce and expensive. It wat 
cheaper to haal the ores to Washoe. 
This was done for a number of years. 
Here in this deserted village was then 
heard the constant dropping of two 
hundred stumps. 


By and by a railroad was bnilt from 


the Oomstook to the Carson. Mills 
were built there for treating the ores. 
Then the big flame reached np from 
Oarson to the virgin forests of the 
higher Sierras. 


These two innovations rang the knell 


of Washoe. Gradually the population 
departed. Windows were barred np 
and garden plots became neglected. 
From a population of 
over 2,000 


Washoe has shrank until it numbers 
among its people less than forty of 
those who were once buc a handful of 
its population. 


Washoe has struck bedrock. From 


this time on it mast advance. Situ- 
ated as it is between two fertile valleys, 
it must always be a shopping place for 
the (arming communities. The mines 
in its vicinity givebromiseof becoming 
producers. 
Ihere is a future for 


Washoe, even as it has had a past.
